IN ASTONISHMENT a} | 
AT DEVELOPMENT 


Looking at the Dionne quintuplets 
as they smiled their way through a 
day in their own hospital one, who 
saw them four and a half months 
ago gaped in amazement at the 
change from the thin, under-develop-- 
ed babies of last August to the 
healthy, happy youngsters, who weré| 
seven months and three days old on 
Monday, December 31st. 


When a Canadian Press reporter 
saw them first they were frail-look- 
ing babies in the poor surroundings 
of their parents’ small home near Cal- 
ander. Now they live in a modern hos- 
pital, where everything that money or 
expert attention can give is lavished 
on them. 

The change in the children is great- 
er even than that in their surround- 
ings. At 80 days of age they whim- 
pered, when thin little bodies were 
moved in heated incubators. Now 
they laugh delightedly when they are 
taken from little beds and stretched 
out on a play table for an hour of 
exercise each day. 

They are chubby little babies, with 
creases of*fat around their ankles, 
knees and wrists, large  blue-gray 
eyes and long, curly, black lashes that 
are the loveliest thing about these 
lovely little girls. 

Fine nursing has brought them to 
a stage of development where they 
are completely normal and far 
healthier than most babies. They 
have as great chances to survive 
childhood now as average babies of 
their age—probably more because of 
the attention that can be given them. 

Their expert care starts at five o’- 
clock in the morning, when they re- 
ceive the first five feedings and con- 
tinues until 9 p.m., when they are 
tucked into their cots for the night. 
There is no midnight floor walking 
with the perfectly trained youngsters. 
They sleep most of the day and never 
let a try>escape them during the 
night. ea. ae

the seven months a year in which 
dairy cattle have to be stabled, clean- 
liness is a big problem. Cows must 
be clipped and brushed regularly, and 
they must have their udders and teats 
washed before each milking. Milking 
by hand entails perfect cleanliness on 
the part of the milker, and milking by 
machine, which is a science, involves 
some knowledge of the physics of el- 
ectric motors, internal combustion en- 
gines and vacuum pumps. Further, 
clean milk requires clean utensils, as 
poorly washed implements form one 
of the most potent sources of bacteria 
in milk, and clean milk must be rapid- 
ly cooled if the number of bacteria is 
to be kept down. Finally, the milk 
must be delivered promptly to the dis- 
tributor, which means the farmer 
turning out anywhere from four a.m. 
to six a.m. to milk the cows, cool the 
milk, and deliver it in time for house- 
holders in the city to find the bottled 
milk on the doorstep early in the 


morning. 


Annual Crop Review 


The agricultural situation in Ont- 
ario during 1934 has been featured by 
a slight decrease in the volume of 
production due chiefly to small hay, 
sugar beet and fall wheat yields. 
Higher prices, particularly for grain 
and fodder more than offset the effect 
of the early drought and the value of 
field crop production shows a gain of 


The ge sown to the principal 
field crops declined. from 9,184,900 
acres to 8,966,900 acres, a reduction’ 
of 218,000 acres or 2.5 per cent. The 
volume of output showed a diminution 
of 10 per cent. from 1933. Crops 
showing an increase in production 
were: Spring wheat, oats, barley, flax- 


corn, corn for husking,: potatoes, tur- 
nips, mangolds, and carrots. Crops 
showing a decrease were: Fall wheat, 
fall rye, peas, dry beans, sugar beets, 
hay and clover alfalfa, alsike and 
sweet clover. Hay crops, fall wheat 
and fall’ rye suffered heavily from 
winter killing and unfavourable wea- 
ther conditions previous to maturity. 
Spring grains proved to be less af- 
fected by drought than anticipated 
and yields per acre and total yields 
exceed 1933. ° 

The total hay crop amounted to 
only 4,346,300 tons, compared wtih 6,- 
182,900 tons in 1933. The late summer 
and fall provided ideal growing con- 
ditions and yields per acre of late 
crops were extremely good. The pros- 
pects of insufficient hay supplies 
were lessened by heavy crops of corn 
and roots and a surprising improve- 
ment in condition of pastures, permit- 
ting beef cattle to graze from five to 
seven weeks later than last year and 
thus conserving hay supplies. Dairy- 
men in some counties however, will 
be obliged to purchase a greater sup- 
ply of concentrates. In most cases

FORMER ACTINOLITE 
MAN WAS KILLED 


When his car skidded on the icy 
road and struck an iron pole, Percy 
Vincent VanMeer, formerly of Act- 
inolite, was killed instantly at Ni- 
agara Falls, N. Y., on Christmas eve., 
Monday, December 24. A particularly 
tragic note is sounded in the young 
man’s death, in the fact that he was 
out delivering Christmas hampers to 
several poor families when the fatal- 
ity occurred. His son Raymond, who 
accompanied him, was not injured al- 
though the car was badly damaged.

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Importance of Cleaning Seed Grain 


Plan early for next year's grain, 
crop. Farmers with good grain of al 
variety which gives high production | 
in their district, should save their best | 
grain for next year’s seeding. Farm- | 
ers who have been growing a variety | 
of grain with low yielding ability or | 
one unsuited to their district should | 
plan to procure good seed grain for! 
next year. i 

The Fredericton Experimental Sta-| 
tion recommends: Oats—late matur- | 
ing, Victory, Banner—early maturing, 
Alaska; Wheat—late maturing, Hu- 
ron, White Russian—early maturing; 
Garnet; Barley—two-rowed; Char- 
lottetown No. 80—six-rowed; O. A. C. 


Securing seed of any of these var- 
jeties is not enough. Farmers should 
see that the seed that they procure is 
well cleaned and well graded, i.e. free 
from weed seeds and light kernels. 

Farmers using their own seed 
should clean and grade it thoroughly 
before seeding. Where farmers are 
fortunat, enough to have a cleaning 
plant in their district, they may get 
their grain cleaned for a nominal fee. 
Those who have not the advantage of 
a cleaning mill can procure good seed 
by using a hand grain cleaner to re- 
move weed seeds and light kernels. 
Many farmers neglect to clean their 
seed because of the work entailed, but 
clean grain is absolutely necessary in 
order to produce profitable crops. 
While a good seed-bed, a fertile soil 
and good growing conditions are all 
necessary in order to secure high 
grain yields, it is equally important 
to use well cleaned seed of a variety 
with inherent high yielding ability.

INQUEST JURY VERDICT 
Accidental death of Leo Renayd, 


known-as~Leo Arno, was the verdict 
given by the Corvtier‘s jury, which

He was 
sur, that Arno lurched against him 
as he was returning from a drive out 
the Madoc highway and that he lost 
control of the car sending it against 
a rock cut, Arno being thrown clear 
of the car. He told of bringing the in- 
jured boy back to Marmora, and test- 
ified that Arno on different occasions 
during the night of December 24 
was nauseated from the wine he 
been drinking. The witness stated he 
was travelling thirty miles an hour at 
the time of the accident and that he 
applied the brakes but thought that 
hitting the rock did more to stopping 
the car than his brakes. Asked if he 
had been drinking that night the wit- 
nessa said “Not at any time.” 

Sam Ervine, traffic officer, pro- 
duced in court blug prints of the scene 
of the accident. The jury was not long 
in arriving at their decision.

Plan early for next year’s grain 

; grade: crop. Farmers with good grain of a 
ree gags tage ihe acia variety which gives high production 
in their district, should save their 
best grain for next year’s seeding. 
Farmers who have been growing a 
variety of grain with low yielding 
ability or one unsuited to their dis- 
trict should plan to procure good seed 
grain for next year. 


Farmers using their own seed 
should clean and grade it thoroughly 
before seeding. Where farmers are 
fortunate enough to have a cleaning 
plant in their district, they may get 
their grain cleaned for a nominal fee. 
Those who have not the advantage of 
a cleaning mill can procure good seed 
by using # hand grain cleaner to re- 
move weed seeds and light kernels. 
Many farmers neglect to clean their 
seed because of the work entailed, but 
clean grain is absolutely necessary in

NEW CAUSES OF 
FAULTY TEETH 


A new clue to causes of faulty 
tooth development, showing that de- 
fective teeth often are an aftermath 
of severe rickets, the bone disease of 
childhood, was reported by the child- 
ren's bureau at Washington. 

Scientists of the bureau, in exam- 
ining two groups of children, one of 
which had had severe rickets in ear- 
lier years, and another which had 
been practically free of the disease, 
found many more defective teeth a- 
mong the children who had been rick- 
ets victims. 

Rickets often result in bow legs 
and other deformities and attacks 
younger children in the formative 
stage. It results from lack of vita- 
min D, the “sunshine vitamin,” which! 
regulates proper use of calcium and 
phosphorus by the body in the growth 
of bones. The disease prevails among 
children who get little or no sunshine 
and no codliver or other fish oils con- 
taining vitamin D. 

The government scientists found 
that pits and cavities in the tooth en- 
amel, known as hypoplasia, were 
much more frequent among children 
who had had moderate to severe cases 
of rickets several years before. Most 
of the children examined were  be- 
tween six and eigat. 

The study proved some defects in 
development of teeth can be greatly 
lessened and usually prevented by giv- 
ing children frequent sun baths and 
codliver oil when they are at the 
ricket age, the scientists said. Neglect 
of rickets is likely to result in serious 
tooth troubles.

The 
“Prince George” also saw service dur- 
ing the Great War, She was commis- 
sioned as a hospital ship and found 
herself decked out in a new suit of 
white with a red cross adorning her 
middle funnel. 

Built by Swan Hunter and engined 
by Walesend Engineering Company, 
at Newcastle-on-Tyne, the “Prince 
George” was a model of perfection 
when she first reached the coast and

Starch, familiar to every housewife, 
is used in a great many industries in 
addition to being a household product.

Starch in the shape of potato flour 
is preferred in certain of these in- 
dustries. Dextrine, a kind of glue, and 
liquid glucdse, a syrup, are by-pro- 
ducts of the lowly spud and closely 
associated in the manufacture of 
starch. A growing market is opening 
in the United Kingdom ‘for potato 
flour, dextrine and liquid glucose and 
there would seem to be good pros- 
pects for Canadian supplies.

MAYOR OF HOLDEN

The following obituary of a forme:

Dr, 8. J. Farrell, 68, Mayor of the 
village of Holden since its incorpora- 
tion in 1909, died of heart failure on 
Wednesday night at the home when 
answering the phone.

The Red Clover Seed Shortage 

Owing to the 1934 shortage of rod 
clover seed in Canada and in the 
United States, Ontario farmers would 
be well advised to buy their supply 
o¢ Canadian grown seed as soon as 
possible before next spring. The total 
quantity produced in Canada in 1934 
is believed to be much less than one- 
half of thé average annual consump- 
tion, and on the other hand = such 
foreign seed of hardy strains as may 
be imported to augment the domestic 
supply may be difficult to obtain and 
be high-priced. f 
‘| The total production of red clover 

seed in Canada in 1934 is estimated at 
1,550,000 pounds, and about 1,200,000 
pounds of this was produced in Que- 
bec and Easterh Canada. The 1933 
crop was estimated at 3,000,000 
pounds and the antiual average for 
the last five years -is 3,500,000 Ibs. 
This year’s reduction was largely due 
te sn almost total failure in the prin- 
cipal producti@@.districts of south- 
western Ontario, as & resart af, 
drought, Although the consumption of 
red clover seed may decline next 
spring owing to higher prices, at the 
same time there would seem to be an 
insufficient quantity of the hardy 
Canadian grown seed to meet expect- 
ed domestic requirements.

TOURIST TRAFFIC GAINS 


In 1933 more than three million 
tourist automobiles made use of Can 
ada's highways. Automobile tourists 
entering Canada during the period 
from April 1 to August 10 this year 
showed an increase of 17,910 cars ov- 
er the same period of last year. One 
of the feature’s of last year’s tourist 
travel is the increased number of au- 
tomobiles from the United States en- 
tered under the long touring permit 
of sixty days. Altogether 268,737 
tourists obtained sixty-day permits at 
the leading ports of entry as compar- 
ed with 250,827 the previous year.

Seed of some of the most generally 
used forage crops is scarce this year 
and this scarcity will no doubt be 
more noticeable as seeding time ap- 
proaches.

Selecting and Mating Breeders in the

OF FIVE-YEAR TREK 
ALONG ARCTIC CIRCLE

It is anticipated that ice conditions | 
will be favourable this month for the | 
final lap of the great 2000-mile trek 
of the Canadian Government’s herd 
of 2500 reindeer from Alaska to the 
Mackenzie River delta. The herders 
are awaiting a favorable time when 
the deer may be driven the final 90 
miles across the delta, which can 
only be undertaken in the winter 
months when the delta lands are froz- 
en and covered with snow, as the 
reindeer cannot travel over bare ice. 
The Lapp herders attempted toll 
drive the animals across the last 
stage of the journey last winter, but 
an untimely blizzard turned the rein- 
deer from taeir course and caused 
them to run with the storm. This 
necessitated a wait of another year. 
It was planned to drive the herds over 
the delta on November 20th when 
the moon was at the full, so the 
trip could be made without a stop in 
36 hours. Again the weatner man in- 
terfered, this time with a warm 
thawing wind and rains. Latest re- 
ports from the Arctic Circle state 
more snow has fallen and the weather 
is again favorable for the final drive. 
The herds of reindeer are to be do- 
mesticated and herded by the Eski- 
mos to form a food supply as well as 
beasts of transport. The Lomen Rein- 
deer Corporation of Alaska received 
$200,000 from Canada for this herd 
which has been treking for more than 
five years.

Baking Activities at the Central Ex-|

The flour testing laboratory of the 
Cereal Division, Experimental Farm, 
Ottawa, is strenuously engaged these 
days in making an exacting study of 
the quality of the flour of a large 
assortment of new rust resistant 
wheats, produced chiefly at the West- 
ern Research Laboratory located at 
Winnipeg. Some of these later pro- 
ductions may possibly excel those 
whose evaluation is now reaching 
completion and from among which it 
is hoped to select a variety for intro- 
duction into Western Canada very 
soon, 


Goose Raising 


The raising of a flock of geese is 
very simple and offers the farmer an 
excellent opportunity. for a profitable 
side line. 

The essentials to success are free 
range and an abundance of tender 
grass or clover. The geese should 
start to lay about the middle of 
March and the eggs set as soon a5 
possible. It is advisable to sprinkle 
the eggs with lukewarm water once 
daily when set under the mother 
goose or under hens, and twice daily } 
when set in an incubator. Goslings re- 
quire warmth after hatching and 
should be left under the goose or in 
the incubator for about two days. 

When the goslings are ready for 
feeding place a green sod near the 
brooder for them to pull the tender 
shoots. For the first few days they |

The well managed 
garden may be relied on to provide 
the farmer with up to forty per cent 
of his food requirements. 

Many of the vegetable crops lend 
themselves to successional sowing, 
making it possible to extend their sea- 
son considerably. It should be remem- 
bered that tender growing vegetables 
are superior to fully grown crops both 
for, summer use and winter storage. 
Large size in vegetables is often an 
indication of coarseness and poor qua~ 
lity with considerable waste.
